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Student  Grievances: 
Answers  Sought

The  Committee  on  Grievances 
and  Solutions  has  been  successful 
in  providing  answers  for  the 
numerous  student  inquiries. 
WDAI  (FM)  received  the  most 
votes  in  the  radio  poll  with 
WBBM  (FM)  a  very  close 
second.  The  complete  results  will 
be  reported  at  the  next  GAS 
meeting. 


Mr.  Holicky,  in  response  to  the 
amount  of  noise  in  the  library, 
stressed  that  it  was  "not  the 
library  staff's  job  to  patrol  the 
library,"  but  the  concern  of  each 
student.  This  seems  an  obvious 
course  since  hopefully  we  are 
dealing  with  adults.  He  also 
pointed  out  the  numerous  in¬ 
dividual  privacy  features  in  the 


library.  A  copy  of  his  letter  is 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
lobby  of  the  SFLC. 

Mr.  Rosenau  informed  the 
committee  that  the  Physical 
Education  Department  is  at¬ 
tempting  to  implement  its  in¬ 
tramural  sport  program  for  both 
sexes  especially  for  females  in 
the  areas  of  volleyball,  basket¬ 
ball,  golf,  and  softball.  He  felt 
that  the  Physical  Education 
Department  was  trying  very 
hard  to  carry  out  its  commitment 
to  involve  as  many  students  as 
possible  in  the  intramural 
program.  Since  the  university 
pays  no  fee  for  the  use  of  the  Civic 
Center  facilities,  he  said  that  any 
inquiries  concerning  the  placing 
of  hair  dryers  in  the  locker  room 
for  the  female  swimmers  would 
have  to  be  taken  up  with  the  city. 
Mr.  Roseanau  pointed  out  that 
swimmers  can  bring  their  own 
dryers,  but  cautioned  that  they 
might  be  stolen  because  there 
was  no  one  to  watch  them.  A  copy 
of  his  letter  is  also  posted  on  the 
bulleting  board  in  the  SFLC. 

Chief  Korlin  of  Safety  and 


Security  pointed  out,  in  answer  to 
questions  concerning  the  traffic 
light  at  the  entrance  to  the 
parking  lot  at  173rd  street,  that 
the  light  is  on  a  loop  timer.  This 
means  that  once  an  auto  pulls  up 
to  the  light  upon  leaving  the  lot, 
the  light  will  change  within  15  to 
30  seconds.  Through  underground 
detectors  it  also  allows  for  a 
longer  green  light  when  cars  are 
backed  up.  A  right  turn  at  a  stop 
sign  when  leaving  would,  he  felt, 
defeat  the  purpose  of  having 
installed  the  lights  in  the  first 
place.  Also  a  city  ordinance 
would  be  necessary.  The  com¬ 
mittee,  in  the  future,  will  make 
known  more  plans  concerning  the 
parking  lots. 

The  problem  of  the  clocks  being 
incorrect  is  in  the  process  of 
being  solved.  Mr.  Stone,  Director 
of  Building  and  Grounds,  has 
pointed  out  that  most  of  the 
clocks  are  on  a  master  clock  in 
most  of  the  buildings  but  that 
many  others  are  just  free  running 
wall  clocks.  He  has  agreed  to 
check  certain  clocks  in  the  SFLC, 
especially  on  the  first  floor. 


Mr.  Hubbard,  in  answer  to 
inquiries  concerning  the  pur¬ 
chasing  of  a  juke  box  for  the 
SFLC  Jounge  said  that  a  tape 
deck  system  was  going  to  be  used 
instead.  The  juke  box  would  be  in 
conflict  with  the  purpose  of  the 
taped  music.  Also,  he  pointed  out 
that  the  facilities  for  both  movies 
and  concerts  are  available  on  a 
first  come  first  serve  policy. 

Another  problem  arose  con¬ 
cerning  the  number  of  courses 
offered  by  the  EET  Department 
during  the  evening.  Professor 
Brunner  felt  that  his  department 
was  honestly  trying  to  satisfy 
everyone  concerned.  Any 
students  concerned  with  the 
particulars  can  read  his  letter 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board. 

The  committee  will  seek  an¬ 
swers  for  any  other  problems 
concerning  students.  A  sug¬ 
gestion  box  is  located  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  SFLC,  or  students 
may  contact  members  of  the 
committee  directly  by  coming  to 
the  office  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
SFLC. 


Book  Store  Covers 
Wide  Range 
of  Needs 


The  new  bookstore  located  In 
the  Student  Faculty  Library 
Building  will  be  opening  on  April 
10.  It  is  part  of  the  Nebraska  Book 
Company,  and  is  under  the 
management  of  Mr.  Garth 
Grover,  and  Mr.  Ken  Stanley. 

The  hours  of  the  new  shop  will 
be  from  8:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m.  on 
Monday  through  Friday,  and  8: 00 
a.m.  to  IT. 30  a.m.  on  Saturdays. 

In  answer  to  the  question  "Who 
will  be  hired  for  the  new  store" 
Mr.  Grover  mentioned  that  his 
staff  is  well  set  for  now.  His  staff 
includes  six  part  time  students, 
(three  male  and  three  female,) 
one  full  time  cashier,  his 


assistant,  and  himself.  As  the 
book  store  expands,  the  hiring  of 
employees  will  probably  in¬ 
crease. 

Mr.  Grover  reported  that  the 
primary  mission  of  the  new  shop 
is  to  serve  the  students  and  the 
faculty  in  an  academic  area.  Mr. 
Grover  feels  that  a  student  should 
be  able  to  come  and  buy  anything 
he  needs. 

The  policy  of  the  Campus  Book 
Store  on  refunds  and  adjustments 
on  textbooks  was  revealed  by  the 
manager. 

There  will  be  a  full  refund  on  any 
textbook  if:  (A)  The  textbook  is 
undamaged.  (B)  The  textbook  is 


returned  within  an  add  period. 
(C)  The  sales  slip  or  receipt  is 
presented.  (D)  The  purchaser 
presents  a  bonified  drop  or  add 
slip. 

Mr.  Grover  stated  "Our  policy 
on  textbook  refunds  protects  you, 
the  student,  in  case  there  is  a  last 
minute  change  of  schedule  early 
in  the  term." 

Signs  will  be  printed  and  posted 
so  that  students  will  be  reminded 
of  the  rules  in  order  to  avoid 
confusion. 


There  will  also  be  a  wide 


selection  of  art  and  engineering 
products.  Right  now,  planning  is 
in  process  about  stocking  IBM 
cards  for  the  Computer  Sciences 
Department. 

The  special  attraction  of  the 
new  bookstore  will  be  a  boutique 
which  will  be  in  operation  in  the 
later  part  of  April.  The  fixture  of 
the  boutique  will  be  a  Hallmark 
product  called  "Upstuff."  The 
fixture  will  be  in  orange  metal 
and  the  cone  arrangement  will 
give  it  a  modern  day  outlook. 

The  merchandise  carried  in  the 
boutique  will  consist  of  flare 
pants,  shirts,  blouses,  ties,  belts, 
and  other  things  for  college  men 


and  women. 

Some  sales  are  being  planned, 
including  an  "All  you  can  carry 
for  $1.00  Sale"  and  a  "25«  Sale." 
In  the  $1.00  sale,  the  coordination 
and  strength  of  the  students  will 
be  tested  to  see  how  much  he  can 
carry  to  the  register  counter.  The 
"25<t  Sale"  will  include  books  with 
prices  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $6.00 
for  a  quarter  each. 

Both  Mr.  Grover  and  Mr. 
Stanley  plan  to  keep  the  Campus 
Book  Store  up-to-date  on  all  items 
in  stock  in  order  to  fulfill  all  of  the 
students  needs.

An  accreditation  team  from  the 
Engineers'  Council  for 
Professional  Development,  Inc., 
visited  Purdue  Calumet  on 
March  27-28,  with  the  express 
purpose  of  evaluating  eight 
engineering  technology 
programs. 

Nine  members  of  the  Council's 
Engineering  Technology  Com¬ 
mittee  conducted  interviews  and 
inspections  of  facilities  to 
determine  whether  Purdue 
Calumet  should  receive  separate 
professional  accreditation  of  the 
specific  engineering  technology 
disciplines. 

The  Calumet  Campus  already 
has  separate  accreditation  from 
"he  North  Central  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
The  full  accreditation  of  all 
>rograms  was  granted  in  1969, 
independent  of  the  Purdue  parent 
campus  at  West  Lafayette. 

The  importance  of  such  a  visit 
was  expressed  by  Dean  Elliot  in 
his  statement  that  "separate 
accreditation  by  a  professional 
organization  is  considered  im¬ 
portant  by  educators  because 
business,  industry  and  govern¬ 
ment  look  to  a  professional  ac¬ 
crediting  body  for  assurance  that 
the  institution  is  living  up  to  its 
goals  and  reasonable  standards." 

The  professional  accrediting 
team  was  compriwd  Robert  J. 
Wear,  chairman,  «f  the  Academy 
of  Aeronautics,  Flushing,  N.Y.; 
Mike  Mazzola,  of  Franklin  In¬ 


stitution,  Boston,  Mass.;  Robert 
Reid,  of  Broome  County  Com¬ 
munity  College,  Binghamton, 
N  Y.;  William  Dunne,  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  State  University, 
University  Park,  Pa.;  and  Henry 
Davison,  of  St.  Petersburg  Junior 
College,  St.  Petersburg,  Fla. 

The  committee  evaluated  four 
associate  degree  programs  at 
Purdue  Calumet  as  well  as  four 
bachelor  degree  programs.  The 
programs  which  underwent 
examination  were  the  two  year 
associate  degree  programs  of 
civil  engineering  technology, 
electrical  engineering 
technology,  industrial 
engineering  technology  and 
mechanical  engineering 
technology.  The  bachelor  degree 
programs  inspected  were  in 
construction  technology,  elec¬ 
trical  technology,  industrial 
engineering  technology  and 
mechanical  engineering 
technology. 

The  team  members  in¬ 
terviewed  members  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration,  faculty  and  student 
body  during  their  visitation.  They 
also  inspected  workshops, 
laboratories  and  other  facilities 
involved  in  the  engineering 
technology  courses  of  study. 
Their  on-the-spot  examinations 
will  be  coordinated  with  ex¬ 
tensive  written  material  sub¬ 
mitted  earlier  to  the  organization 
on  the  school's  fiscal  policies  and 
curriculum  development  as  well 


as  institutional  policies  and 
‘planning.  On  Tuesday,  March 
28,  the  preliminary  oral  report 
based  upon  their  findings  will  be 
presented  at  a  meeting  attended 
by  Dr.  C.H.  Lawshe,  Purdue  vice 
president  for  regional  campus 
administration,  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  staff  members  and 
faculty  of  the  Calumet  Campus. 
Indications  are  that  an  official 
decision  from  the  Council  will  be 
forthcoming  this  summer. 

This  Council,  officially  known 
as  "The  Engineers'  Council  for 
Professional  Development 
(E.C.P.D.)"  was  founded  some 
40  years  ago  to  promote  and 
advance  all  phases  of 
engineering  education  with  a 
View  to  the  promotion  of  the 
public  welfare  through  the 
development  of  the  better 
Mtocated  engineer,  engineering 
technician  and  engineering 
technologist. 

In  1964  the  Engineering 
Technology  Committee  became  a 
standing  committee  of  E.C.P.D. 
and  established  a  basis  for  ac¬ 
crediting  programs  of  the 
technical-institute  type,  now 
designated  as  Curricula  in 
Engineering  Technology. 

The  E.C.P.D.  defines 
engineering  technology  as  "that 
part  of  the  technological  field 
which  requires  the  application  of 
scientific  and  engineering 
knowledge  and  methods  com¬ 


bined  with  technical  skills  in 
support  of  engineering  activities; 
it  lies  in  the  occupational  spec¬ 
trum  between  the  craftsman  and 
the  engineer  at  the  end  of  the 
spectrum  closest  to  the 
engineer." 


The  first  major  activity  after 
semester  break  will  be  a  week 
long  Arts  Festival. 

The  festival  will  feature  the 
student  art  show,  the  literary 
display,  a  faculty  art  exhibit, 
experimental  theatre,  and  a 
piano  recital. 

Included  in  the  film  series, 
which  will  also  be  apart  of  the  all¬ 
campus  event,  will  be  "Who's 
Afraid  of  Virginia  Woolf?",  "The 
Chicago  Conspiracy  Trial  Film," 
and  Bergman's  "Through  A 
Glass  Darkly."

Students,  faculty,  and  ad¬ 
ministrators  who  do  not  pay  fines 
within  ten  days  of  the  violation 
will  be  assessed  a  $5.00  fee  in 
addition  to  the  violation  fine. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  as  its 
January  18,  1972  meeting  ap¬ 
proved  the  assessment  of  two 


additional  fees:  an  encumbrance 
fee  and  and  administrative  fee. 

Faculty  and  staff,  who,  after 
being  properly  informed  by 
letter,  do  not  respond  to  a  traf¬ 
fic/  parking  violation  citation 
either  by  payment  or  appeal 
within  ten  days  will  be  assessed  a 


$5.00  administrative  fee. 

Students  will  be  notified  by 
letter  that  there  exists  an  un¬ 
settled  obligation  and  that 
academic  records  will  be  en¬ 
cumbered  if  the  fee  is  not  paid. 
Once  academic  records  are 
encumbered,  a  student  will  have 
to  pay  a  $5.00  fee  to  have  his 
records  released  plus  the  original 
fine  which  prompted  the  en¬ 
cumbrance.

I  found  out  the 
following  things,  thanks  to  the 
cooperation  of  Mr.  Korlin,  chief 
of  the  Safety  and  Security 
Department: 

The  campus  police  department 
is  an  official  police  department, 
designated  by  the  last  session  of 
the  Indiana  General  Assembly. 
Since  they  are  the  same  as  state 
or  city  police,  they  must  carry 
guns.  Their  duties,  in  essence, 
are  parking  enforcement,  8<  the 
safety  and  security  of  Purdue 
property,  building,  staff,  ad¬ 
ministration  and  last  but  not 
least,  students. 

Let  me  elaborate: 

Once  a  month  in  all  Purdue 
buildings,  they  run  a  check  on 
required  safety  measures,  such 
as  the  fire  alarm  systems  and 
sprinkler  systems.  They  also 
keep  a  check  on  the  university's 
property  and  (expensive) 
equipment,  every  night  making  a 
general  check  on  all  buildings 
throughout  the  campus. 

They  go  through  parking  areas 
every  day  (as  we  all  know)  to 
check  cars  for  their  proper 
stickers.  Student  patrollers  are 
employed  for  this  function  only. 
And  also  to  make  sure  nobody  is 
ripping  off  somebody  else's 
goodies.  Mr.  Korlin  mentioned 
that  there  are  very  few,  if  any, 
larcenies  from  Purdue's  lots.  Any 
major  thefts  or  felonies  on 
campus  are  reported  to  the  police 
department  in  Hammond, 
problems  of  a  minor  nature  (?) 
are  (only)  reported  to  the  student 
affairs  officer,  The  police  have 


jurisdiction  on  campus  and  on  the 
adjacent  surrounding  streets  like 
Ontario,  171st,  etc. 

Chief  Korlin  said  the  Safety  and 
Security  Dept,  used  to  get  the 
permit  numbers  from  cars  with 
the  lights  left  on  and  have  the 
student  gotten  out  of  class.  But 
some  of  the  professors  objected 
to  their  classes  being  disrupted.  ' 
Nevertheless,  Mr.  Korlin  and  theL 
campus  police  would  be  willing  to 
perform  that  function  again  if  the 
faculty  approved.  They'll  also 
give  your  battery  a  jump  if  it's 
dead  and  help  you  get  your  keys 


out  of  your  car  if  you've  locked 
them  in  (they  do  that  now). 

The  campus  police  are  well 
qualified  officers  who  are  made 
to  know  the  care  that  should  be 
used  with  guns  and  mace.  Chief 
Korlin  also  stresses  to  his  officers 
the  importance  of  good  public 
relations. .."They're  not  there  to 
harass  but  to  help." 

Two  more  things:  Campus 
police  are  paid  by  the  university. 
Fine  and  permit  money  are  put  in 
a  capital  fund  for  extra  parking, 
garages  etc.  (that  will  be  built 
someday  in  the  future.)

Outlines  Broadened  Physics  Program 


Purdue  Calumet  is  expanding 
its  plans  of  study  leading  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Physics.  This  expansion  of  the 
physics  courses  has  been  an¬ 
nounced  by  Dr.  Jaming  Pan, 
section  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Physics. 

Such  extensions  will  enable 


students  to  specialize  in  two 
areas — the  Applied  Physics 
Option  and  the  Biophysics  Op¬ 
tion.  Purdue  Calumet  has  been 
offering  for  some  time  the 
bachelor  degree  program  for 
Physics  majors,  programs  in¬ 
tended  to  prepare  students  for 
graduate  study  in  physics  (and  in 
closely  allied  disciplines)  as  well 


as  for  professional  work  in  the 
physical  sciences.  As  Dr.  Pan 
explanied,  "The  additional  op- 
tionj  in  Applied  Physics  and 
Biophysics  were  established  to 
meet  the  needs  of  students  in  the 
Calumet  Regional  which  com¬ 
prises  the  world's  largest  con¬ 
centrated  heavy  industrial 
complex  and  one  of  the  nation's 
most  diversified  manufacturing 
centers." 

The  Applied  Physics  option  is 
aimed  at  fulfilling  the  needs  of 
students  who  wish  to  obtain  a 
good  background  in  science  with 
particular  emphasis  on 
physics — but  with  more  extensive 
concentration  in  specific  areas 


that  is  provided  in  the  major 
program.  These  students  may 
plan  to  enter  various  in¬ 
terdisciplinary  areas  of  study, 
such  as  astrophysics,  geophysics, 
oceanography,  or  engineering. 

Students  selecting  the 
Biophysics  Option  will  have 
further  concentration  in  the 
biological  sciences  as  well  as  a 
number  of  elective  courses  in  the 
humanities  plus  a  modern 
language  requirement.  This 
option  is  designed  for  students 
planning  to  enter  such  fields  as 
medicine,  medical  physics, 
biophysics,  business  ad¬ 
ministration,  law,  or  en¬ 
vironmental  problems. 


Physics  contributes  to  the 
interpretation  and  detailed 
description  of  many  of  the 
natural  phenomena  which  con¬ 
stitute  the  proper  subjects  of 
investigation  to  such  sciences  as 
astronomy,  chemistry,  geology 
and  biology.  Altogether  there  are 
some  35  other  four-year  bac- 
calaurete  programs  offered  at 
the  Calumet  Campus  along  with 
two-year  associate  degree 
programs,  graduate  offerings 
and  certificate  programs. 

Additional  information  about 
the  new  physics  options  and  other 
physics  programs  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  Dr.  Pan  or  from  the 
University  Admissions  Office.

The  Senate  of  the  School  of 
Humanities,  Social  Science  and 
Education  voted  to  accept  the 
following  motion  at  its  meeting  of 
March  21,  1972. 

"That  the  foreign  language 
requirement  of  the  Core  (as 
approved  by  the  Faculty  Senate 
of  the  School  of  HSSE  on  May  14 
and  May  16,  1968  may  be  fulfilled 
in  one  of  three  ways;  (1)  by 
completing  language  courses  203 
and  204;  (2)  by  completing  two 
three-hour  ''cultural' 
courses  in  the  language  in  which 
the  student  has  previously 
established  proficiency  by  testing 
or  by  course  work;  (3)  by  com¬ 


pleting  language  course  203  and 
one  3-hour  "cultural"  course  in 
the  language  in  which  the  student 
has  previously  established 
proficiency  by  testing  or  by 
course  work.  "Cultural"  courses 
are  taken  to  be  those  courses 
taught  primarily  in  English  by 
the  Modern  Language  Depart¬ 
ment  which  deals  with  the 
literature,  culture,  or  civilization 
of  the  various  language  areas. 
Consistent  with  existing  School 
practice.  Departments  may 
specify  which  of  these  three  ways 
their  majors  fulfill  the  foreign 
language  requirement.  The 
change  in  policy  will  go  into  ef¬ 


fect  immediately  for  all  students 
enrolled  in  HSSE." 

A  second  recommended  motion 
also  voted  affirmatively  by  the 
Senate  is: 

The  second  motion  was  passed 
specifically  for  the  freshman 
level  foreign  language  courses 
which  no  longer  are  counted  as 
credit  courses  in  the  school  of 
HSSE. 

"That  courses  which  the 
student  is  required  to  take  within 
HSSE  and  for  which  he  receives 
no  credit  towards  graduation 
may  be  taken  on  the  Pass-Not 
Pass  Option."
